It .showed tliat 
I here had been criniinnl and rccklcRs 
x(ravagance on the part of the rrov- 
I'rnment; that money had been ".sown 
broadcast ■ throiighout the land in fur- 
thering enterprises of doubtful public 
ntijrt-y'ftnd iliore than questionable ad- 
vantage^and thai the government was 
(not to put too line a point upon it) 
lianK'riipt. In prosecul ing iiupiirics 
.\lr. Elliott found that not only had 
(here been criminal waste and extra va 
gancn in the adtninistration of afTair.s, 
but that the Dominion subsidy ha>l 
lieen trenched upon and seriously im- 
paired bv the overiirafts of the govern 
incnt. He found that the Province 
owed tho liaul: of British Columbia 
jjil 30,280, which drew interest at tlie 
rate of 12 per cent. ])ur annum, antl 
that $30,000 had been borrowed of Sir 
.lames Douglas at a liigli rate of in- 
tcre.<?t, and. wn.s i.till due that distin- 
guished genllem.an; lhat eontraclor.s, 
public servant;.! and tradesmen were 
unpaifl, ind that claims for the sim- 
plest services coulfl not bo satisfied. 
Allf.thcf^c, itiwiU bo seen, were sufii- 
eiontly'bad in'Uiomsclvos. But thorc 
WHO worse behind if *all. T/ie cointfr// 
hcCtl bfen Ifft vAthoiU a revemtc i t the 
jH'Ccns of miiiliKj (I irrnuif. No [)ro- 
\ ision had lioeu made to uioel even the 
' l urront expenses of tlie govern[nent — 
(o pay the olfioial salaries or to co(n 
[ilcto the (jxtoiisive confrncis their pre- 
decessors bad given out the previous 
summer in the hojjo of influencing 
•he general elections in their favor. 
There was a heavy contract for the 
l onstruction of a coll'erdam and an en- 
ormoiis interest account to be provided 
for. Finances of tho country, to sjieak 
a(^cnrately, were in ruins. The utmost 
disonier jirevailed. The ofhces were 
litirticged by creditors. The premier 
could not cross the bridge Lo and from 
tho public buildings without being as- 
sailed with douiands from needy con 
tractors and tradesmen for payment of 
debts wiiich had been incurred by the 
\V[alkein government. Under the cir- 
cumstances it will be nnderstood lhat 
the new goveniment Q\et the house 
svith heavy hearts, ljut ihey tri- 
uainhed ov(<r their ditllcultics and ere 
ated a revenue, liy tho introduction 
o£;a light and equitable system of tax- 
.'ition and Ly tho issue of a temporary 
loan they tided over the first year. 
I'lie country recovered but slowly from 
(he shock it had sustained at the hands 
of tho Walkemites; the years of 1877 
anfl 1878 were irying ones for the 
govornmgni.but day .byday thorevenue 
grew ancf the liabilities of their prede- 
cessors wetc reduced. In 1878, when 
the Wallcom government resn(ncd oflice, 
they foimd ready made to their hands, 
several distinct sources of revenue. 
They wore crcaterl by the Elliott gov 
ernment. To these sources alone is 
tho premier, who talked his audience 
to .sleep on Monday night, indebted 
for tho financial statement which he 
opened at Philhar(nonic Hall. Did he 
give his predecessors iTcdit for that 
fact? (")n the contrary, he felicitated 
himself upon the iniproved credit of 
the provir.cc and appropriated all tho 
applause to him-self that of right be- 
longs to his predecessors. These are 
facts which tho financial statemcn], be- 
fore us and tho yellow hooks since 
\87b clearly eatalilisli. Mr. Heaven's 
speech was apparently franl;. iiut it 
was not frank; it abounded in prevari- 
cation, and in no single instance did 
ho fasten 'ihe responsibility on tho 
T'llliott government of "a largo rleficit, 
debentures matured and unpaid, heavy 
bank overiiraft, salaried ofllcers, merch- 
ants and mechanics unpaid all ovjr the 
Province." Indeed, when lie remarked 
that tho Elliott ^ adipinistration had 
paid $650,000 of the Walkem govern- 
ment's indebtedness, did he not supply 
tU'ekey to tho M'hole situation? did ho 
not furnish the needed link in the 

• chain of evidence that tells heavily 
-ngain.st himself? Ho confesses, and 
.Mr. Humphreys, statori.ont supports 
the confession, that ho left the pro- 
.vincp upwards of $573,000 in debt and
